In  the  Skaneateles  Democrat  In  the  early  1900*8  was  published  an 
article  on  John  Shepard,  cent  to  the  Democrat  by  Rev.  W.M.  Beauchamp, 
headed  by  an  explanatory  note:  “The  following  was  written  by  Luman 
Shepard,  of  Olivet,  Mich,,  who  was  born  July  20,  IttOtt,  and  died 
March  1,  tbb9.  It  was  sent  me  by  Thomas  W.  Rhodes,  of  Milwaukee, 
and  is  of  local  interest.  The  pioneer  died  July  13,  1055,  lacking 
but  a  few  days  of  05  years.  Elver  M.  Shepard,  son  of  Edward,  and  a 
crippled  pensioner  of  the  Civil  War,  still  lives  in  Marcellue 
village  at  the  age  of  76  years.  The  history  is  here  given  as  Mr. 
Shepard  wrote  it.M
